Identical Bills to Be Intro- 
duced in Illinois House 
and Senate Today.

CRUSADE STIRS CAPITAL.

Springfield, III., March 28.—[Spectal.Jj— 
Two bills, drawn identically, will go into the 


general assembiy tomorrow morning, intend- 


ed to abolish the common drinking cup—the 
cup of death throughout Illinois, 

The twin bills, as a result of the sharp agi- 
tation in the ranks of the legislators, will go 
into the legislative hopper by unanimous 
consent, it is expected, inasmuch as the last 
day for the introduction of new fegisiation 
has passed. 

Speaker Adkins, although he personally 
opposes the principle of the proposed anti- 
cup law, {@ perfectly willing to give the bill, 
which will be offered by Representative 
Homer Tice of Greenview, all the necessary 
leeway in the house. 

The strong sentiment favorable to the pro- 
posed legislation, as signified by the state- 
ments of the lawmakers, indicates that the 
twin measures will have no serious dim- 
culty in passing through the legislature. 


Text tof the Anti-Cup Measure. 

The text of the measure is as follows: 

„ Section 1. Be it enacted by the people of 
the state of Illinois, represented in the gen- 
eral assembly, that it shall be unlawful tor 
any person, firm, or corporation, directly or 


indirectly connected in any public or private 
‘choo! or 


in any state institution, halls used 
for public meetings or entertainments, hotels, 
lodging houses, theaters, factories, or public 
or municipal buildings in the state of Illinois 
to use or permit for use & common drinking 
ey Section 2. It shall be la wr tor any 
corporation in charge of or in con- 
trol of any railroad trains or any station to 
permit the use ot a common drinking cup in 
or about any trains operated by it or in any 
balding or premises used by it whatever. 


HAUNTING FEAR 
REVEALS MURDER 


Husband and Wife in Kansas 
City Confess Slaying Man in 
Tenement on Chica- 
go’s West Side. 


HACKED BODY IS FOUND. 


Dismembered Parts Hidden in a 
Box After Unsuccessful Effort 
to Burn It; Strange 
Motive Told. 


Achilles Pantarakas and his wife Angelica, 
two young Greeks, were arrested in Kansas 
City yesterday afternoom and immediately 
afterward confegsed to one of the most brutal 
murders in the criminal history of Chicago. 

Until they received the telegram from the 
Kansas City authorities the police of this 
city did not know the crime had been com- 
mitted. While Kansas City held the wire for 
further orders Chicago policemen went out 
to the residence of the couple at 731 Sebor 
street and found the dismembered corpse of 
the man the Pantarakas had slain. He was 
Frank Barbaresos, a boarder at their house. 


Dismember Body After Murder. 

The crime was committed Saturday night, 
on the third floor of a crowded tenement 
house in the thickly settled Greek colony. 
Although there were hundreds of persons 
within a stone’s throw of him, no one heard 
the victim's cries. He was killed by a series 
of blows on the head with a short handled ax. 

After the man was dead the murderers 
began cutting up the body with the intention 
of burning it. With this sanguinary work 
partially completed, they apparently aban- 
domed the plan and resolved to pack the 
dismembered body in boxes and ship the 
boxes away. While this was being done 
panic again seized them. In the midst of 
their work they threw down their tools and 
fied to the first train that would carry them 
away from the scene of their atrocities, 


Countrymen Notify the Police, 

That train took them to Kansas City. There 
their terrible secret again attacked them. 
They could not keep it to themselves. Bit by 
bit they told it to their neighbors. At last 
the whole murder with all its frightful details 
wes out. Some one notified the police. They 
were arrested and at the station confeesed 
everything. The Paentarakas were literally 
run to earth by their own consciences.

First News from Kansas City, 

The telegram to the Chicago police reached 
this city from Kansas City about 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. It simply said: Do you 
want Achilles and Anglica Pantarakas for 
murder in Chicago recently?“ 

Chief of Detectives Stephen B. Wood, to 
whom the message had been handed, could 
find nothing in the records to warrant his 
asking that the Pantarakas be held, and he 
had almost made up his mind to wire that 
they were not wanted when a newspaper re- 
porter came in with a telegram to the effect 
that the crime had been committed at 781 
Sebor street. 

Detectives Magner and McFarland were 
sent out to this address. They found that 
the Pantarakas had left there mysteriously 
Saturday night, but discovered nothing to 
indicate that murder had been done until 
they stumbled across a new ax, with the 
handle shortened; which had what looked 
to be blood stains on the blade 


Leng Search Reveals Body. 

A thorough search of the outbulldings then 
was begun. At last in an old shed at the 
rear of 783 Sebor street, they discovered a 
new packing box. 

In this, covered with paper, they found the 
amputated lege of the dead man. In a 
gunny sack lying near they saw the trunk. 
The head was in another box wrapped up in 
papers. The body was all there except the 
forearms. 

The two detectives then went back to the 
Pantarakas rooms. They found there that 
the floors had been scrubbed recently and 
that everything seemed in order. -Opening 
the stove they found charred bones. The 
two missing forearms had been burned. 

After word had been sent back to Kansas 
City that the crime had been discovered, 
Pantarakas, in the presence of his wife, who 
apparently acquiesced in all he said, made 
@ statement disclosing the motive for the 
killing of Barbaresos. 


“He Was Traitor“; Killed. 

„ killed him,” he said, simply. “‘He was 
a traitor. He claimed to be my friend, and 
under the guise of friendship he made jove 
to my wife. I came home on Saturday night 
to find my wife weeping. Barbaresos was in 
the room. She fell on my breast and told me 
that the friend whom I hed taken into my 
own family had asked her to elope with him. 

„I took the ax in my hana and with the 
ax split his skull. He deserved death. In 
my country death alone answers for his 
crime.” 

He told how he and his wife had cut up 
the body, without even stopping to take off 
the clothes.

Denies He Is Candidate.

I suggested Con- 
gressman Boutell as a possible Republican 
candidate. I asked the congressmafi if he 
would be friendly to Coigressman Boutell, 
and I think he said his relations alwayshad 
been reasonably friendly with Boutell, and 
thet the latter had many traits that might 
make him a desirable candidate. He asked 
me why I suggested his nime, and I told him 
that he had been recominended as being a 
man that would be received favorably by the 
administration at Washington.

Asserts Taft Sought Speed. 

Q.—About when was thai, Mr. Hines? A.—

Then Senator Aldrich told me that President 
Taft was anxious to have Congressman

I went to the 
long distance telephone some time be- 
tween 12 and 1 o'clock in the morning and 
called up Congressman Lorimer and told him 
at Springfield—— 


Told Details to Lorimer. 

Q.—Where did you call him up, at Spring- 
field? A—From Washington. 

Q.—From Washington to what point? A.— 
Springfield. And told him at length the re- 
quest that the president hüd made through 
Senator Aldrich. We had a long conversa- 
tion over the telephone. He told me all the 
details and I explained to him. Then he 
asked me to telegraph him substance of 
the conversation in a night message. which 
I did. I sent him a telegram practically 
stating the substance of be conversation 
over the telephone. That telegram was sent 
some time in the early patt of May or the 
middle of May. I have not got the exact 
date, but I can geta yofit. At that time 
Mr. Lorimer did not promise to become a 
candidate.

Q.—And was he the only member with 
whom you discussed that matter. A.—I think 
he was the only member with whom I dis- 
cussed it to my knowledge. 

Q.—Did you send any one to any one of 
the members of the general assembly for 
the purpose of discussing the matter of sen- 
atorial election with them? A.—No, I did 
not send any one to my recollection. 

Q.—Any one in your employ or any one 
else whom you now recall do so? A.—No, 
nobody in my employ. Now let me see, I 
think I telephoned either from Chicago or 
Washington to a gentleman at Rock Island, 
I think it was Rock Island. 

Q.—What was the name of that gentleman? 
A.—Samue! Davis. 

Q.—When did you telephone to him? A.— 
Well, it was about that same period. 

Q.—And what was the substance of that 
telephone conversation? A.—That the ad- 
} ministration was anxious to end the dead- 
lock jn Illinois and that it appeared as if 
Senator Hopkins could not be elected and 
tut unless some compromise candidate 
could be elected there would be no senator 
elected at this session and that the adminis- 
tration“leaders were anxious to have a Re- 
publican elecfed at the earliest date pos- 
sible, and I think I asked him if he could 
inform the members with whom he was ac- 
quainted. in that district to that import. I 
don't know who they were. 


Uncertain on Davis’ Business,

Q.—And is it your recollection that all your 
communications with Springfield were from 
the Washington end of the line on the tele.

Q.—Yes, one conversation you had with Sen- 
ator Lorimer was from Chicago? A.—I had 
two conversations that morning, one with 
Gov. Deneen.

Q.—Have you any information at this time 
outside of what you may Lave received from 
newspapers, that a sum of money was raised 
or used to aid in the election of Mr. Lorimer? 
A.—No, I have none. 

Q.—Did you personally, or your firm, con- 
tribute any money for that purpose? A.— 
Not a dollar, sir. 

Q.—And you never knew of such a fund be- 
ing raised? A.—No, 

Q.—Do you know of any money that was 
raised or solicited in amy way after the elec- 
tion, Mr. Hines? A.—No, . — 

Q.—And which was to be used to defray ber- 
tain expenses which had been incurred in the 
matter of his election? A.- No. 

The matter of the eight corporations of 
which Mr. Hines is president and the half 
cozen or more Chicago banks with which 
they have deposits then was gone into at 
length. 

Testimony Given by Hughes. 

Mr. Hughes, who had been exciuded from 
the room during the examination of Mr. 
Hines, was then examined. He testified first 
to being secretary of Mr. Lorimer’scontract- 
ing company, a director of his bank, and a 
member of the Republican organization in 
his home ward, the Thirty-fourth. His ex- 
amination follows: 

Q.—Mr. Hughes, you were actively inter- 
ested, were you not, in the matter of the 
election of Senator Lorimer in 10007 : 

A.—I am a personal friend of Senator Lori- 
mer and have been since 1 have been a boy. 
and I have always been interested in him, 
and, of course, in his election. To my mind 
he is the greatest man that ever lived from 
the time of Chriet—to my mind. 

Q.—What did you do, Mr. Hughes, to aid 
the candidacy of Mr. Lorimer? A.—In what 
respect? 

Q.—In any respect. «A.—Well, I have al- 
ways talked Lorimer at all times, from the 
time I was brought up. 

Q.—Confining yourself, now, Mr. Hughes, 
to the matter of the senatorial election of 
Mr. Lorimer, what, if anything, did you do to 
ald his candidacy? A.—If I assisted the 
senator in any way during that period I am 
glad of it, but during that period I did noth- 
ing but talk for him and of him and of his 
qualifications as I knew them. because, as 
I sald before, if there ils orc man living that 
ts a grand character, to my mind, it ts Sena- 
tor Lorimer. He ie the grandest man that 
ever lived. 


Talked to Many Legislators. 

Q.—I assume the committees is* not inter- 
ested in that, Mr. Hughes. We simply 
want to find out, if we can, what actual 
things you did, if, any, to- aid’ his candidacy. 
A.—Well, I could not say that I did anything 
to ald his candidacy. 

Q.—Did you see or talk with any person? 
A—I did nothing but talk at all times. 

Q.—Did you talk with any of the mem- 
bers of the general assembly of the state 
of linois? A.—Quite a few, 

Q.—When was it that you first thought 
and first began to discuss with other men 
his candidacy for this position? A.—Six 
years ago. 

Q.—Now coming down to 1008, Mr. 
Hughes —. A——I have always talked him. 

Q.—It was a continuous performance by 
you, then? A Why, yes, sir; to my mind 
there was nothing too good for him. 

Q.—Can you now recall, Mr. Hughes, any 
member of the general assembly with whom 
you talked in the months of February, 
March. April, or May, 1900, in connection with 
this matter? A.—No, I cannot. 


Talked to Nearly All. 

Q.—Can you give us the name of a single 
member of the assembly, the general assem- 
bly of Illinois, with whom you talked about 
the matter? A.—I have always talked with 
all of them, as I said before. 

Q.—I will ask you to confine yourself to 
those four months if you will. 4.—I have 
talked to many members. You might say 
that out of the hundred odd members I think 
I have talked to all of them in the lower 
house. 

Q.—Where did you talk to those men? 4A 
In Springfield and various other places 
wherever I met them. 

Q.—When did you come to Springfield? A.— 
I believe I was in Springfieldin April. I know 
I was here in May, but possibly April. 

Q.—How long did you remain in Springfield’? 
A.—Up to nearly the clote of the session. 

Q.—What was your business here at that 
time? A.--As I stated, I was in the contract- 
ing business with the Illinois Municipal Con- 
tractors’ association and had some matters 
pending here in which I was interested and I 
came down in behalf of those things. 


Tells Work for Lorimer. 
Q.—When did you come down here for the 
first time to aid Mr. Lorimer’s candidacy? 
A.—The whole thing ran in together. I did 
not come down here specifically to aid his 
candidacy, but inasmuch as the feeling I had 
for 5 man 2 extremely friendly and when 
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‘about this matter? A.—I talked to anybody 
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his candidacy was announced for a certainty 
I devoted all the time possible that I could. 

Q. you now recoliect the name of any 
of the members of the house or senate with 
whom you discussed the matter or talk 
matter over with?

Q.—Did you talk with those men at any 
place other than Springfield? A.—Yes, wher- 
ever I might be. 

Q.—Well, where? A.—Wherever I might be. 

Q.—Can you recollect meeting the members

Q.—Do you recall any such person whom 
you visited at that time? Not at present. 

Q.—Now, when the session adjourned in 
the latter part of the week what was your 
custom or habit with reference to where you 
went? A.—Well, possibly I went home, or 
possibly L talked with members, or had other 
business to take care of. 

Q.—Did you devote yourself in any way 
to seeing members of the upper or lower 
houses during the recess, the legislative 
recess, at their homes or places of busi- 
ness? A.—Yes, I discussed it with every 
body I met. 

Q.—Did you go to those members for the 
specific purpose of discussing that matter?

Not Single Name Recalled. 

Q.—But you cannot now recall the names 
of any member with whom vou did discuss 
it? A.—Not offhand. 

Q.—Or any town you visited during those 
two months, April or May, 1909? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Can you give the committee the single 
name of any member with whom you dis- 
cussed it at any time? A.—I discussed it 
probably with every member of the lower 
house.

City Building ES Are 
Forcing Obedience to Law. 


50 PER CENT ARE CARELESS. 


Criminal Responsibility Assumed to 
Save a Few Dollars. 


* 


* Nearly 50 per cent of the Chicago property 
ewners are criminally careless about the 
condition of their buildings as regards safety 
of the inmates from fire,’ declared Fdward 
F. Kelling, chief inapector of the city binid- 
ing department, yesterday afternoon. “ After 
giving notice we have to bring suit in 40 
per cent of the cases, to gain compliance with 
the law. Why, we start as high as fifty to 
slaty cases in court day in and day out to 
compel property eu gers to equip their build- 
ings properly with fire escapes and exits and 
saiety appliances.” 

As 2 startling example of disregard of the 
city ordinange when human life is at stake, 
Mr. Kelling cited the cage of a tailor shop 
at 1420 Emmet street, where 120 girls were 
locked in on. the third floor. He found this 
place himself Menday and ordered the doors 
lea ding to the rear stairway unlocked at 
once. 

Old Key Found Useless. 

This order disclosed a still more deplorable 
disregard of human life. The man with the 
key could not unlock the door. 
would not turn the rusty old lock. A Way 
had to be forced to the stairway to safety. 

There is a penalty in the ordinances in the 
shape of a $200 fine for any proprietar of an 
establishment who locks his help in on & 
floor above the second story, Yet Mr, Kel- 
ling declares this ordinance is disregarded in 
scores of cases in this city every day; 

It has become a habit,“ said Mr. Kelling, 
„this locking workgir!s in on the floor where 
they work. I know it." 

The new fire ordinance passed, last Janu- 
ary is much more rigid than the ald ordl- 
nanee. It requires inspection of every build - 
ing in Chicago ogee a year, private residences 
excepted, It requires buildings of three 
stories and more to be equipped with stair- 
way fire escapes. Under the old fire ordi- 
nance ladder fire escapes were recognized as 
complying with the law. 


Inspectors Are Kept Busy. 
Since the New Tork factory fire last 
week the Chicago inspectors have been 
required to bring in one factory and one hotel 
inspection each day in addition te their reg- 
ular work. This means forty factory inepec- 
tions a day in Chicago. The hall at 1901 
Grand avenue was caught by the Montay

CAMORRISTS JEER IN COURT 


Informer A bbemaggio Denounced 
as Coward by Defendants. 


TESTIFIES FOR FIVE HOURS. 


Amused by Proposition to Exhibit Him- 
self on American Stage. 


VITERBO, Italy, March 28.— The Camorrist 
informer, Abbatemaggio, after testifying five 
hours today against his former associates, 
who are on trial for the murder of Gennaro 
Cuoccolo and hie wife, became so greatly 
fatigued that he asked for an adjournment so 
he might rest. 

He described at great length his own erim- 
inal life and recounted in detail) the circum- 
stances leading to the murder of Cuaccole 
He said Nicola Morra had proposed the mur- 
der and Giovanni Rapi had insisted upon not 
only the murder of Cueccolo, but also Cuce- 
colo’s wife, and had put $200 at the disposal 
of the assassins to be certain there would be 
no failure, 


Betrayer of Camorra Jeeeed. 

When he became exhausted with his re- 
clials Abbatemaggio asked President Bianchi 
for a postponement, saying he was suffering 
from an injured foot. He promised that he 
would tell tomorrow how he became. aec- 
quainted with all the secrets of the Camorra.

The prison- 
ers jumped to their feet and shook their fists 
at the witness.

Assassins of Black Hand 
Threaten Chicago Italians 
Slow to Pay. 


VANISHES. WHEN TRAILED 


Murder, Arson, and Bomb Explo- 
sions of Two Months Ac- 
credited to Him. 


Chicago Italians under threats of death 
have contributed $100,000 or more, it is be- 
lieved, for the defense of Luigi Arena and his 
brother Camorrists on trial in Viterbo, Italy. 

This information was given to a reporter 


| for Tun Trisune yesterday by a resident of 


Little Sicily, and in part was verified by a 
reference to records of the postoffice and 
of banks through which the maney has been 
gent to Italy. 

Coincident with the statement that blood 
money has been wrung from the Italians of 
Chicago, it was learned that secret service 
men seek Enrico Cantolloni, a supposed Chi- 
cago agent of the Camorra. Cantolloni for 
three months openly collected money in 
Little Sicily and in the Italian colony on the 
south side. He told those from whom he ob- 
tained amounts ranging from $10 to $600 that 
the funds were to be used for the defense of 
the Camorrista, Feeling secure through the 
operation of the legte dell’omerta,” the so- 
clety’s rule that it is dishonorable even to 
facilitate the work of the police, Cantolioni 
told his victims of the great necessity for 
large amounts of money. 


Black Hand Letters Sent Out, 

Cantolloni came te Chicago three months 
ago. He first went to Little Sicily, He se- 
cured a room in Gault court and began cob. 
lecting funds. Those who refused imme 
diately to pay received letters, it te eaid, 
signed “La Mano Nera —the Black Hand. 
Then followed the murders and the bomb ex- 
plosions of the last three months. But the 
collection of money did not cease. 

We must have 520, 000,“ Canto) lon{ ia said 
to have told one of his victims. “TI ‘have 
dome to get it. Two hundred dollars ig 
marked against your name.” 

Before leaving Cantolloni, it is eaid, cau- 
ticned each one that to tell the police meant 
the displeasure of the Camorra,

one could be found whe bas seen him since 
Thureday,

Es war einmal—as the Brothers Grimm 
begin- a Professor of Chemistry who knew 
a Üttle about botany and wiahed to know 
more. Among his acquaintances was 4 
young man who knew nothing about botany, 
but wished to know a great deal. The Pro- 
feasor explained that to know a great deal 
about botany meant many years of study; 
but he suggested that, ag the Spring was 
opening, they set a watch on wood and hill 
and meadow, and report dafly the manifesta- 
tions of the earth’s awakening. And so the 
next morning—it was May, for Spring came 
slowly to that high northern latitude—they 
gallled forth with micros@ope and Gray's 
Manual, and matched eyes for a giimpse of 
the first wildflower. 

The Professor won, for his vision, like an 
astronomer’s, was trained. The flower, I 
remember (and an old notebook confirms), 
was the golden saxifrage; but no notebook 
fis required to recall the scene—a broad 
meadow bounded by a tumbling river and a 
grove of hardwoods. Entering this grove, 
we found uvularta and trillium, enemone and 
sweet white violet; each plant being care- 
fully analysed (for my benefit) before we 
searched for the next. And so each day a 
new group of fowers—among them more than 
one rare find, among orchids,—until summer, 
with her great train of blorsoms and ferns 
and grasses, thrust more work upon us than 
we could bring off. a 

I have a notion that the things one never 
forgets are the things one learns in an 
interesting wey; and that the only persons 
who should be permitted to teach are those 
‘who are competent (and disposed) to make 
the facts of the Battle of Lexington ae in- 


| teresting as the multiplication table. I do 


not remember learning anything at school, 
but I remember where the Professor and I 
found every one of the three hundred-odd 
plants which we classified im the spring of 
1897; and I caw recall nearly all of the Latin 
names. For with each plant there was the 
joy of discovery. 

The quest of the unknown! The joy of 
discovery! One man stands in a woodland 
path and scrutinizes through a microscope 
the heart of a tiny flower. Another man— 
perhaps at the same moment—looke through 
a telescope upon a new star. And both 
share the incommunicable thrill of things 
with the adventurer who stood silent upon 
@ peak in Darien.”

Deep Design Suspected at Peking. 

PEKING. March 28.—It is suspected in the 
legation quarter that a deep design is afoot, 
thinly eoneealed by the Russo-Chinese ex- 
changes, There is an inability to reconcile 
the contrary attitudes of St. Petersburg and 
the Russian legation here. While the former 
has been proclaiming the necessity of mili- 
tary action against China the latter has de- 
elared the troops will not be moved. 

It is beHeved the legation’s attitude may be 
intended to encourage the Chinese, who al- 
ways are ready to take part in a contest of 
cunning. 

The reply of the Chinese foreign board to 
the Russian ultimatum, read supertictally, 
gives the impression that China complies 
fully with the demands made. Carefully

Conference Makes Certain Ad- 
vancement of Four Bills. 


PLAN A FEW CHANGES. 


Assistants to Attorney General May Be 
Exempted from Measures. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., March 28,—[{Special.J— 
Civil service, particularly the statewide va- 
riety, has a prospective victory in sight for to- 
morrow morning in the house of representa- 
tives. At a secret conference held tonight, in 
which were represented all of the factions 
and parties, with the exception of the ori- 
mer crowd, enough votes were accounted for 
to send along the four pending civil service 
measures, 

There were not seventy-seven actual house 
members in the conference, but there were 
niére than enough to make authoritative the 
statement that the statewide civil service 
bill cannot be backed into an unrecognizable 
mass Of words. 


Some Changes in Bills. 

The disposition of the men who sat in the 
conference is to make certain conservative 
changes in the state bill. It is proposed, for 
instance, that it would be folly, from al 
standpoints, to place the assistant attorneys 
general. the men who have been appointed 
diectly by the attorney general and who are 
his confidential advisers; by a system of ex- 
aminations and the application of the merit 
rule. ⸗ 

The proposition likewise was e 
entertained that certain appointive positions 
in other state offices where there isthe great- 
est responsibility involved should be left 
discretionary with the elective tztate officers 
at the heads of the departments. 

If an attempt is made tomorrow, when the 
four pending bills come up on second read- 
ing. the contingent holding the balance of 
power will throw over their own halfway 
measures agreed upon tonight, and send 
through the bills without the dotting of an 
“i” or the crossing of a t.“ 


Hard Blow to Democrats, 

Involved in the plan of action is the propo- 
sition of making a certain element of the 
Democretic side stand up flatly in front of the 
fire and be compelled to swallow the whole 
civil service legislation over ‘which: they 
have been making much noise during the last 
few days when it seemed that the Repub- 
licans could not agree possibly upon any of 
the civil service propositions.

Question of Bringing Them 
Under Reserve Association 


r Is Discussed. 


Postal Savings and Results Are 
Taken Up in Meeting in 
the Capital. 


Washington. D. C., March 28.—There was 
much discussion of the rélationship of state 
banks to theproposed National Reserve asso- 
clation at a conference today between the 
national monetary commission and the cur- 
rency commission of the American Bankers’ 
association over the Aldrich currency bill. 
All the members of both the monetary and 
currency commissions appeared to recognize 
the necessity of taking care of the state in- 
stitutions. 

The plan which appeared to receive the most 
favorable consideration was one looking to 
the bringing of state banks under federal 
charters. It was suggested that this end 
might be accomplished by broadening the 
privileges of the national banks. 

Under the present law those banks are not 
permitted to loan money on real estate or 


to do a savings bank or trust business, and it 


was suggested that if these features could be 
acded many of the state banks would accept 
national charters in order to obtain the added 
security which would be assured by that 
step. 

Discuss Postal Savings Banks. 

Incidentally there were many references to 
the postal savings bank system and there 
Was general concurrence of opinion that 
whatever might be the outlook the postal sys- 
tem, in so far as bringing funds out of hiding 
was concerned, had not met all the expecta- 
tions of gome of its friends. 

The commission discussed the advisability 
of accepting bills of lading as security. Sen- 
ator Bailey raised the question of advisability 
of this portion of the Aldrich plan, but the 
bankers responded by saying that this course 
is fair and reasonable. 

The commission tomorrow will discuss with 
the bankers the bill authorizing the proposed 
reserve association to take over the $700 000. 
000 worth of 2 per cent government bonds 
held by the banks. 


Banks in Good Condition. 


National banks of the country are shown 


to be in a condition which treasury officials 


consider favorable, uncer their reports cov- 
ering the close of business on March 7. The 
figures were completed today. 

The 7,216 banks are holding 894.604. 4965 more 
than the law requires in their reserves and 
show gains of $155,000.000 in loans and dis- 
counts, $71,000,000 in cash, and $191,000,000 
in deposits over the report of Jan. 7. 

The Pacific and western states are the only 
ones to.show losses. The western states 
eontracted loans and discounts aggregating 
$843.000 and lost 5200. 000 in cash. The Pacific 
states reduced loans $7,000,000 and lost $800,- 
000 in cash. 

The total gain of $191,000,000 in individual 
deposits is more or less artificial, as the pre- 
ceding call made on Jan. 7 was on Saturday, 
& half banking day, and the loss shown was 

occasioned by that fact.

None of these blows 
was hard enough to jar even a middle- 
weight, and Morris is far larger than a mid- 
dleweight, for he weigtred in at 245 pounds, 


Schreck Heavy and Slow. 

Shreck was fatand slow. He took a hard 

beating, and was a pitiful sight when the 
fina] count came. There are those who are 
willing to intimate that Shreck was glad to 
hear the ten tolf off, but if he was he is 
not to be censured. 
One thing Morris did prove was that he can 
battle with both hands. He hit Schreck with 
both rights and lefts today. This is the first 
fight in which he has used a left punch to any 
extent. But Morris is not fast. He has a 
punch, but it will take training and experi- 
ence to put Morris in a class with any of the 
leading boxers in the heavyweight division.
